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EDITORIAL NOTES 

GREAT comfort for every Christian is to keep in mind 

the unchangeableness of God. “From everlasting to 

everlasting Thou art God,” says the Psalmist, and in the 

prophet Malachi we read, “I am the Lord, I change not.” In 

the difficulties, bewilderments and temptations of life, caused by 

the world, the flesh and the devil, it is good for the soul to have 

such a secure anchorage as the unchangeable power of God. He 
is always the same. 

When we reflect on all that this means, we derive additional 
comfort from the fact that His love is as great as His power. 
In Jeremiah (31:3) we read: “I have loved thee with an 
everlasting love: therefore, with loving kindness have I drawn 
thee”; and in Isaiah (43:2), “When thou passest through the 
waters, I will be with thee: and through the rivers, they shall not 
overflow thee: when thou walkest through the fire, thou shalt not 
be burned, neither shall the flame kindle upon thee.” And the 
Lord said in Deuteronomy (31:6), “Be strong, and of a good 
courage, fear not, nor be afraid of them: for the Lord thy God 
doth go before thee; He will not fail thee nor forsake thee.” 

[In those times of trial we have the promises in Lamentations: 
‘The Lord is good unto them that wait for Him, to the soul that 
seeketh Him. Though He cause grief, yet will He have com- 
passion according to the multitude of His mercies. For He doth 
not afflict willingly, nor grieve the children of men.” Therefore, 
‘let us lift up our heart with our hands unto God in the heavens,’ 
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The Unchangeable Priesthood of Christ 


The promises of God are true and real to every Christian who 
knows that all power in heaven and on earth is given to Jesus 
Christ, and that He will use that power for all who call upon 
Him in sincerity and truth. “He is our High Priest in things 
pertaining to God, to make reconciliation for the sins of people” 
(Heb. 2:17). He offered himself as the sacrifice, not to be re- 
peated, and His priesthood is unchangeable. “Christ was once 
offered to bear the sins of many.” In the Hebrew dispensation 
there were many priests who offered daily sacrifices, but Christ 
on Calvary “offered one sacrifice for sins for ever,” and His blood 
cleanseth from all sin. His priesthood is unchangeable, as we 
also read in Hebrews (6:21), “Thou art a priest for ever,” and He 
“is entered into heaven itself, now to appear in the presence of 


God forus. * * * Once hath He appeared to put away sin 
by the sacrifice of Himself.” 


The Priesthood of Rome Usurping Divine Power 


In the light of holy Scripture and the promises of God, “priest- 
hood,” as the word is used in the Roman Catholic Church, is a 
delusion and a snare. The people are deceived by being taught 
that Almighty God has given to certain men powers which Christ 
alone possesses. It is only by a gross perversion of Scripture 
that this claim can be put forward. The people should know that 
if there were no priests at all in the world, the Lord Jesus would 
save them when they come to Him in repentance and with faith 
in His power as their great High Priest. He wants all to come 
to Him. 

The priests of Rome from the Pope down are unable to save 
the people by their sacraments and ceremonies. ‘This fact is be 
coming known to all intelligent persons, just as even the most 
bigoted Catholics know in their hearts that if in the divine Provi 
dence all these ecclesiastics, high and low, good and bad, were in 
one moment of time called away to their reward, whatever that 
might be, they would have only Him to go to for salvation. Some 
years ago we had a practical illustration of this at the Christ’s 
Mission services when we put the question to the Catholics pres- 
ent. “Oh, then,” said a woman in the audience, “we would have 


no one but the good God to go to.” 
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More and More Catholics Becoming Protestants 


In a letter to the Protestant Episcopal paper, The Living 
Church, of February 13, 1910, R. C. Desmond, of Chicago, says 
that five other young men and himself have left the Roman Cath- 
olic Church and have become members of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, 

He concludes his letter by saying that traitors and weak min- 
isters may leave the Protestant Church for Rome, but “we are 
getting more people, day by day, from the Roman communion than 


Rome ever took from us. Her schemes and impositions on the 


ignorant and lowly are coming to light.” 


Catholics Are Being Converted Everywhere 


In commenting on the refusal of the Pope to receive Mr. 
Fairbanks because he would not break his promise to deliver an 
address in the Methodist Church in Rome, which had been very 
successful in its work of evangelizing the Italians, many of the 
daily papers in their comments on the incident said that it was 
news indeed that the Roman Catholics were being converted in 
such numbers as to excite the ire of the Pope himself. “The 
fact has not hitherto been published on such high authority,” says 
the New York 7imes in its editorial, February 7, and it adds, 
“To be making converts to Methodism in historic Rome, in the 
very shadow of St. Peter’s, is worth while.” All the papers said 
the Catholics are becoming Protestants in large numbers. 

Without intimating that Roman Catholic journalists are so 
numerous on the daily press that they control the policy of the 
metropolitan journals, their number is large enough to suppress 
items of news that would be hurtful to the prestige of the Ro- 
man Church, or seem to reflect upon the higher ecclesiastics. 
Catholics are being converted everywhere—in New York as in 
kome—even though the daily press may not mention the fact. 

It is a well-known fact that the press is over-lenient to the 
frailties and foibles of Roman Catholic priests in comparison 
with the vagaries of Protestant ministers. The New York Chris- 
tian Advocate, February 17, 1910, said, in an editorial note: 

When a Protestant minister is charged with any violation of 
law, or with disgraceful conduct, it is common for the daily pa- 
pers to state the denomination to which he belongs; but if he be 
a Roman Catholic priest, very frequently they do not make that 
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fact known. Last week in one of the papers of this city it was 
stated that the Rev. was fined ten dollars for disorderly 
conduct by Magistrate , in the Gates Avenue Court of 
Brooklyn. He was arrested in a raid and spent the night in a 
cell. The general public, reading this article, would suppose it 
referred to a Protestant minister, but he is a Roman Catholic 
priest. When a Protestant minister disgraces himself, let the 
name of his church be given, and when a Roman Catholic priest 
does so his communion should be named, 


The American People Beginning to Wake Up 

The importance of the subject warrants the space given to the 
Fairbanks-Vatican incident in this issue of THE CONVERTED CATH- 
otic. Since the establishment of this Magazine in 1883, no event 
in the history of the Roman Church and its relation to Prot- 
estantism has transcended in importance this personal affront to 
Mr. Fairbanks by Pope Pius X, and the official insult to the 
Protestantism and statesmanship of the United States, which 
he represented. Letters and papers have reached us from all 
parts of the country lauding Mr. Fairbanks and condemning the 
bigotry of the Vatican. Some of our friends even see in this 
blunder of the Vatican a verification of the words of the Psalmist: 
“The wrath of man shall praise the Lord.” The Pope showed 
his anger at the success of the Protestant work in Rome, which 
seeks only the evangelization of the Italians, who, though they 
may have once been Catholics and followers of the Pope in the 
same way as in pagan times their forefathers were followers of 
Jupiter and the other tutelary gods, have no real religion at all. No 
higher tribute could be paid to the efficiency of the evangelistic 
work in Rome than this angry denunciation on the part of the 
Pope and the hierarchy in this country. 

The pastors of churches of all denominations in all parts of 
the country have preached sermons on this subject in vigorous 
opposition to the intolerance and bigotry of the Roman Church, 
and pointing out how its influence menaces the free institutions 
of our country. It is an encouraging sign of the times, too, that 
the daily papers, for a wonder, have given good reports of many 
of these utterances, showing that the American people, as a 
whole, are not quite so fast asleep on this matter as many people 
think them to be. 
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New England Should Not Go to Sleep Again 


Our good friend, Counsellor Charles Eaton, of New Hampshire, 
in sending a report of the sermon of the Rev. H. E. Allen, in St. 
James Methodist Episcopal Church, Manchester, N. H., on Feb- 
ruary 27, writes: “The enclosed sermon by Rev. Dr. Allen is a 
fine effort to resist the Papal invasion of our country. It is the 
first voice I have heard through the papers from Manchester, 
our largest city, in ten years! I have written a letter of thanks 
to Dr. Allen for his brave, good words. 

“The Protestant business men and politicians of our country 
are the obstructionists to success in defending our institutions. 
The business man wants the Catholic’s money, and the politician 
his vote. The Protestant clergy must feed their families and 
dare not antagonize the influential men of their congregations.” 

Although Boston again elected a Roman Catholic mayor in 
January, the New England people will get such a dose of Papal 
mismanagement that they will surely be kept awake. Let us hope 
and pray that the Lord will be gracious to that city. 





Colonel Roosevelt, the Pope, and the Methodists 

Ever since the Papal blunder of insulting Mr. Fairbanks in 
Rome last month, there has been much speculation as to whether 
Colonel Roosevelt, who returns to Europe from his hunting ex- 
pedition in Africa in April, would visit the Pope and accept the 
invitation that has been tendered to him to speak in the Meth- 
odist church. A despatch to the New York Sun from Rome, 
February 28, says: “Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt, who arrived at 
Naples yesterday, with her daughter, Ethel, refused to say whether 
her husband would visit the Pope, or if he would deliver the 
talked-of lecture before the American Methodist Church in 
Rome.” 

Another despatch of the same date to the Sun, from London, 
said that Sir John Knill, the Lord Mayor, who is a Roman Cath- 
olic, is preparing a public reception for Mr. Roosevelt in the 
Guildhall, on his arrival in that city. “No man,” said he, 
“is more deserving of the highest honors the City of London 
could afford than Colonel Roosevelt. No truer friend have we 
than the great American statesman.”” By “we,” the Lord Mayor 
spoke as a Roman Catholic rather than as an Englishman.

URING the month of February the congregations in the 

chapel of Christ’s Mission were larger’ than ever before. 

An overflow meeting was held on Sunday, February 6, in 
the commodious offices beneath the chapel, to which the chair 
seats that had been in use since the Mission was opened, in 1907, 
had been transferred. There the service of the Waldensian Union 
was conducted by the Rev. Dr. Arturo Muston, the President of 
the Waldensian Church in Italy, who had previously spoken in 
French in the large chapel. The Rev. Dr. Giorgio Bartoli, the 
former Jesuit, and now a minister of the Waldensian Church, 
also addressed the Waldensian Union. 


Pastor O’Connor conducted the regular service in the chapel, 
and referred to the fine pews which had been placed in position 
during the previous week. He said the chair seats were as neat 
and comfortable as could be desired, but the pews were much 
finer and afforded accommodation for a much larger congregation. 

The Rev. Dr. Thurber, who had been for sixteen years the 
minister of the American Church in Paris, France, offered prayer, 
and after Pastor O’Connor had given a résumé of the history and 


purposes of Christ’s Mission, and referred to the urgent necessity 
of enlarging the chapel, he introduced Dr. Bartoli, whose sermon 
is printed in full elsewhere in this issue. 


For Thursday evening, February 10, friends had arranged 
a reception to Dr. Muston and Dr. Bartoli at Christ’s Mission, for 
the Waldensian Union, which was attended by a hundred of its 
members and their friends. Dr. Muston spoke in French, as did 
Professor Clot and Pastor O’Connor, who also spoke in English. 
Dr. Bartoli’s address was in Italian. The Waldensian friends 
greatly appreciated the courtesy that had been extended to them 
and their distinguished representatives. 

Great interest was manifested in Pastor O’Connor’s references 
to the Fairbanks-Vatican incident in his sermons on February 13 
and 20.

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Lent and Easter 

The Rev. W. G. Bacot, Bournemouth, England, writing in the 
English Churchman, February 10, 1910, says: 

I see in the Times of February 7th that the Bishop of 
London has laid down an elaborate programme for Lenten 
services. May I suggest to the Bishop that Lent was never 
kept, and not known in the Church, till the year A. D. 130, 
when it was introduced by the then Pope. The festival of 
which we read in Church history under the name of Easter, 
in the third and fourth centuries, was quite a different festival 
from that now observed in the Romish Church, and at that 
time was not called by any such name as Easter, which name 
is peculiar to the British Islands. It was termed Pasch, or 
the Passover, and though not of Apostolic institution, was 
very early observed by many professing Christians in com- 
memoration of the Death and Resurrection of Christ. That 
festival agreed originally with the time of the Jewish Pass- 
over, when Christ was crucified, a period which in the days 
of Tertullian, at the end of the second century, was believed 
to have been March 23d. That festival was not idolatrous, 
and it was preceded by no Lent. “It ought to be known,” 
said Cassianus, the monk of Marseilles, writing in the fifth 
century and contrasting the primitive Church with the 
Church in his day, “that the observance of the forty days 
had no existence so long as the perfection of that primitive 
Church remained inviolate.” The forty days’ abstinence was 
directly borrowed from the worshippers of the Babylonian 
goddess Astarte. Such a Lent of forty days in the spring of 
the year is still observed by the Yezidis or Pagan devil wor- 
shippers of Koordistan (see Layard’s “Nineveh and Babyton,” 
page 93), who have inherited it from their early masters, the 
Babylonians. Such a Lent of forty days was held in the 
spring by the Pagan Mexicans (see Humboldt’s “Mexican 
Researches,” Vol. 1, page 404). 

The learned author of this letter does not refer to the Lenten 
“dispensations” that are granted by the Roman Catholic officials. 
When the Editor was ordained a priest, the Bishop gave him a 
dispensation to eat meat on Friday and all fast days. 
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Miss§Madge Moult, “‘The Escaped Nun’”’ 

Miss: Madge Moult, the young nun whose escape from a 
noted convent in England created such a widespread sensa- 
tion everywhere last year, and whose book has already run 
through eight editions, has been lecturing in various parts 
of England and Scotland on her experiences. 

A few weeks ago she delivered a lecture at Manningtree, 
the town from which she went to London on the night of 
her escape after a flight of five miles in pouring rain. She 
had announced that she would reply to the lady abbess of 
the convent and to the Episcopal clergyman of Manningtree, 
both of whom had contradicted some of her statements about 
life in the convent, and the lady and gentleman were both 
invited to meet her on the platform of the Public Hall. An 
English paper says: 

The hall was crowded but neither the lady abbess nor the 
clergyman accepted Miss Moult’s invitation, who made a 
lengthy attack on convent life. Miss Moult had an enthusiastic 
reception, and afterwards addressed an overflow meeting.

TWO NEW BOOKS. “The Married Priest.” By Abbé 
Houtin. Translated from the French by John R. Slattery. Sher- 
man French and Company, Boston, Mass.

The original French volume of Abbé Houtin’s book was re- 
viewed in THE ConveRTED CATHOLIC for September, 1909. This 
English translation is from the pen of the former Very Rev. J. R. 
Slattery, Founder and Superior Emeritus of the St. Joseph’s 
Society for Negro Missions in Baltimore. In October, 1906, 
THE CONVERTED CATHOLIC published an article, “How My Priest- 
hood Dropped from Me,” in which he gave his reasons for aban- 
doning the priesthood of Rome.

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THE GOSPEL IN ITALY—ROME’S FAILURE 


ADDRESS BY REV. GEORGIO BARTOLI, D.D., IN CHIRIST’S MISSION, NEW 
YORK, FEBRUARY 6, IQIO. 
AM grateful for the opportunity to address you because 
I love America and the American people. 

I have spent all my life since the age of sixteen in 
trying to do good to my fellow-man and in teaching. For 
a number of years I labored among the lower classes of the 
people of India, and I have also instructed students as a 
university professor. 

I wish to tell you what brought me out of the Church 
of Rome. God has his own children everywhere. There are 
good people and bad people in every church, and the true 
Church of Christ is not confined to any one denomination, but 
is scattered abroad all over the world. It was my conscience 
that compelled me to come out of the Church of Rome, ani 
my conscience alone. My deep and wide studies and i: 
vestigations of primitive Christianity drove me to the con- 
clusion that the Papal claims were not sound, and so I could 
not in conscience continue not only to maintain them but 
to preach and teach in support of them, as my position in 
the Roman Catholic Church compelled me to do. Nothing else. 

Brethren, there are things deep in the soul of man that I 
do not like to say about myself. But I will say a few words 
about my first impressions of America, and about Christ's 
Mission. 

[ am speaking to-day in the land of liberty. Thank God 
! The Roman Church in America is false to liberty, but 


for it! 


the Catholics here are not so bigoted as their co-religionists 
in Europe, as the authorities of the Church of Rome know 


too well. Yet in this land of liberty itself, Rome is false to 


liberty. I speak, of course, of the Papal system, not the in- 
dividual members of the Church. We all know well, from 
history, that any Church is apt to become intolerant. When- 
ever churches lose sight of Christ and look only to their or- 
ganizations; whenever churches forget their great function, 
which is to preach Christ and Him crucified; and whenever 
churches forget that the only proper purpose of their exist- 
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ence is to contribute to the forces for righteousness, then 
churches cease to be what Christ intended they should be. 
Their organization becomes a trust—a group of priests con- 
trolling the people in order to please themselves, to enrich 
themselves, and to create revenues out of their priesthood. 
At the moment this takes place, God abandons those 
churches and they cease to produce the results for which 
they were called into existence. 

Take, for instance, the Church of Rome in Italy. What 
a wonderful history, and what a wonderful opportunity that 
Church has had in that country for a thousand years! I do 
not refer to material prosperity entirely. Personally, I do 
not like big organizations. I am opposed to these vast con- 
gested masses of men and women, crowding certain sections 
f the great cities. It would be better that men and women 
should live peacefully in small towns, where there is plenty 
of air, and light, and water, and virtue for everybody! [I 
do not like to see women shut up in nunneries and convents, 
but would rather see them living in happy homes, in the full 


Christ our Saviour. The spreading of this Gospel means 
culture and education for all men, and bread—and not only 
bread, but some butter as well. The Gospel stands for the 
highest type of civilization—not necessarily the particular kind 
enjoyed by what are called the “privileged classes,” but for 
all sorts and conditions of men. I mean that civilization 
which is the outcome of the Christianity of the Bible. 

Such conditions have been lost in Italy through the way 

which the power of the Church of Rome has been exercised 
for two thousand years. I appeal to history. 

Yesterday I saw some Italians in this city. What were 
they doing? They were cleaning shoes. These Italians had 
come from a most beautiful land, but one where there were 
fifteen different kinds of princes. And these rich men made 
such heavy demands on the poor, who were compelled to 
lrop down on their knees before them, that at last the peo- 
ple were forced to leave their native land. We all know 
from the classical writers that in the days of old Sicily was 
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the granary of Italy. What was the plain duty of the 
Church of Rome? To defend the poor from their oppressors 
and to render them all the service that lay in its power. But 
opportunities to do these things were lost through the policy 
followed by the Roman Catholic Church in Italy. That is the 
reason why that Church is in danger there. That is the 
reason why the poor, who do not know anything of the true 
Gospel, hate the Roman Church and hate the priests. Many 
Italian papers are openly in favor of infidelity, because their 
editors and writers know nothing of the real Christ. So I 
am thankful to God, and to the Lord Jesus, that He has in- 
spired the Founder and Director of this work to call it 
Christ's Mission. We must all labor to bring the world to 
Christ, and, so far as the Roman Church is concerned, make 
everybody—irom the Pope down to the lowest priest—under- 
stand that our salvation must come from Christ alone. He 
alone can bring us to the Father, and only the power of His 
Gospel can bring society to anything like perfection. That 
Gospel will open the heart to all elevating and refining in- 
fluences, and bring into the life joy of which all may be par- 
takers. For centuries the countless opportunities to give 
the people the pure Gospel have been lost by the Roman 
Church in Italy. 

Now is the time near. In France there are 40,000,000 in- 
habitants, and of them only 13,000,000 even profess to be 
Christians of any kind. Large numbers of the French 
people believe in no religion at all. In Italy the same thing 
will come to pass if we do not lead the Italians to Christ. 
We must aid them by our prayers; we must aid them while 
they are in this country, because when they go back they 
will make the religion of Christ known to their neighbors. 
In Italy I have known many educated people who are really 
anxious to know what true Christianity is, because they 
know nothing about religion except what the Roman Church 
has taught them, and they no longer believe that. 

Last year I published four books. One was called “The 
Religion Of the Italians.” The edition was exhausted in a 
few months. In that book I suggested the organization of 
religious clubs as one means to convert the Italians. But 
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to whom: Here lies the great difficulty. The Italian mind 
is very open to religious influences. But unfortunately the 
Italians have been brought up in bondage to old traditions. 
In the Roman system, tradition has equal authority with 
the Word of God. The consequence is that when the Italian 
loses faith in his priest he is practically without any religion 
at all. Some time ago I tried to gather together a few 
learned men to go through Italy with me, preaching the 
Word of God; but I must confess to my failure. I could 
not find them. I could not find any priests who would 
readily join me in my missionary work. Why? Because 
they had themselves lost faith in the Bible. Therefore, their 
Christianity had no foundation whatsoever of the divine, be- 
cause you must not forget that the Christianity of the Ro- 
man Church rests on external organization and on the hier- 
archy, but not on the Word of God. 

Sooner or later, all the churches will come to realize this 
truth. It is scarcely possible to conceive of any other church 
even attempting to stand on any foundation but the Scrip- 
tures. One may sav: “You have the Roman system resting 
on the hierarchy, on the external organization; but the Prot- 
estant churches rest solely on the Word of God.” If, for 
the time being, there mav be in England and America a few 
churches which have tried their best to rest their equilibrium 
on a point in the center, founded neither on the Bible (like 
the evangelical churches) nor on tradition (as the Roman 
Church), they are doomed to failure sooner or later because 
it is not possible to base any Christian body permanently on 
anything but one of these two foundations. 

What is the conclusion of my subject? In Italy the peo- 
ple do not know any Divine Priest. They have not been 
permitted to read the Bible, and so they go over to un- 
belief, in various forms. I have preached the Gospel and 
given lectures all over Italy. I never said a word which 
might hurt the feelings of any person. My impression is this, 
that Italy will, sooner or later, come to realize that her 
salvation is in Christ, and in Christ alone. 

And then there is something else which gives me much 
hope for my dear country. Four years ago I happened to 
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preach a sermon in a village not far from Rome. I met 
a countryman who asked me to go and see his church. I 
never suspected what it was, and went with him. I saw a 
large hall, and in it were gathered about a hundred people 
from the neighborhood. It was a purely evangelical church, 
and this man was its pastor. When I asked him how he 
became the pastor, he told me that he had, some twenty-five 
vears before, come to the United States to work as a day 
laborer. Here he had learned the Gospel, and attended an 
evangelical church in Pennsylvania. He was a man of 
capacity and readily made a good deal of money. In due 
time he had returned to his native town, and built a nice 
house and a large hall; in the latter he began to preach the 
Gospel to his neighbors. Though the priest was angry at 
the presumption of this man, he kept on steadily preaching 
the Gospel, and after two years the church of the priest was 
empty and the hall of my friend was full. This man had 
obtained the Gospel from America; indeed, as a matter of 
fact, he got his Gospel from his fellow-workers who knew it. 
I spoke a few words to those gathered there. I could not 
but admire my friend who spoke such beautiful Italian, and 
his address was full of ardor; and when they all kneeled 
down we could not help kneeling with them, and I was 
moved to tears at seeing them led by a man who did not 
know much of literature, but did know a great deal of Christ. 

Do you know what the future will be for Italy? It will 
embrace the Gospel; and there will be a reformation in the 
Church of Rome. I believe that numbers of the Roman 
Catholic churches in Italy will be maintained, because Rome 
is filled with priests and cardinals, and they move slowly. 
I know what a heavy yoke the yoke of Rome is in Ireland 
and Scotland, in England and Germany, and in the United 
States as well. I was in Rome in 1899, when “Americanism” 
was condemned by Pope Leo XIII, and I tell you that 
“Americanism” is in reality only another word for Prot- 
estantism. As the Roman Catholic priests and bishops in 
this country could not stand openly with Protestants and 
Protestantism, they attempted to adopt Protestantism under 


a different name. But Rome was too cunning for them. 
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The Vatican, you must not forget, is almost two thousand 
years old. During these centuries it has had abundant op- 
portunity to study human nature, and Rome has _ never 
ceased to try to keep its own people under its domination. 
But it may be asked: “How is it that all these Roman au- 
thorities all over the world are in such subjection to the 
Pope of Rome? Why do they not declare themselves free?” 
It is not easy to answer the question in a few words. I 
think you will understand what I mean when I tell you that 
the Church of Rome is a great trust. The priestly members 
of this trust benefit, of course, as do the members of any 
other trust, and when they want to break loose they are face 
to face with poverty, as well as all the suffering that comes 
with the loss of friends, relations and all the associations of 


a lifetime. Herein is one reason why in the recent religious 


movement in Italy, France, Spain and Germany, known under 
the name of “Modernism,” very few men left the Church of 
Rome, though thousands of them were sincerely estranged in 
their hearts. Why do they lack the courage? For many, 
leaving the Roman Church would be breaking with a good 
mother and friend, others know that if they were to break 
with the Pope of Rome, they would lose everything; others, 
again confess that they are afraid of the people. Many could 
not be induced to leave that Church because they do not 
really love Christ; their consciences seem to have been almost 
obliterated. 

I once wrote to a Modernist friend, “You are afraid of 
being called ‘apostate’ and ‘Protestant.’ What was Paul in 
the sight of the Jews? What was Christ Himself in the 
eyes of the synagogue? both were “apostates.” You have 
read about the man healed by Jesus, who was born blind. 
The Jewish authorities asked the father and the mother cer- 
tain questions, and said that their son ought to be excom- 
municated. This is not a question which belongs solely to 
religion. If we are cast out of the Trust, we naturally be- 
come the enemy of the Trust. My hope for Italy is that the 
national conscience will at length be awakened. 

| love America because it is a free country. Here there is 


a “conscience.” \When a man ceases to have a conscience, a 
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deliberating conscience, and becomes a machine, I say to that 
man, Friend, your life is done. You are not worthy to live. 
What we want in our day,—what we want in these days of 
religious liberty all over Europe is to have men and women 
who can recognize their own religious responsibility. God 
will not judge Churches, but only individuals. Our souls 
will appear before God for the Divine judgment not our 
‘Churches. Churches are necessary in this world, but they 
are only necessary as helps to lead individual souls to Christ. 
Our Lord said, “Wherever there are two or three gathered 
together in my name, I am there in the midst of them.” You 
see, “two or three.” As a matter of fact, two or three are a 
Church. What do I care if a Church be thousands strong if 
Christ is not in the midst of them—when in that Church 
there is repression of conscience? That Church ceases to be 
the Church of Christ. Christ means eternal warfare against sin. 
Whenever the Church ceases to preach and to fight against 
sin, it ceases to be a church at all. 

In my own studies of primitive Christianity, and in my 
searches through all the documents concerning it, I found 
that Christ was, in the beginning, the center of everything— 
“Jesus Only.” Christ Himself was worshipped; not in large 
basilicas, not in beautifully decorated churches, not in 
cathedrals and temples, but in the hearts of individual men 
and women it was that normal Christianity had its beginning. 
And what you are now and what the world has of Christian 
life and power was brought about by such men and women. 
And to-day we want the same kind of men and women to 
bring the world to Christ. The world is not now Christian, 
but pagan. All these modern societies are pagan. If vou 
confront them, you will find what I say to be true. I lived 
in India for a number of years, and I often reflected upon 
this sad fact: We come here to preach the Gospel to these 
pagan lands and we also try to awaken thousands of men 
and women to what it is to live a true Christian life in Milan, 
and London and Paris and Heidelberg, for the people in those 
cities are pagans also. In the old days, everything used to 
center around the Lord Jesus Christ. He was the Son of 
God; he was the Lamb whose blood was shed to take away 
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the sins of the world. But in order that the sins of the world 
may be taken away, we ourselves must live as Christians 
while here on this earth. Our lives must be Christ-like, and 
must have the sweet perfume of the Gospel of God. We 
must be unselfish, generous and compassionate, as He was 
compassionate to his fellow-men. Like Him, we must be 
detached from all worldly things. 

We must be fearless also. Some people seem to be 
ashamed or afraid of the name “Protestant.” Must we not 
all protest against evil? Must not, for instance, a good 
woman protest against misconduct on the part of her hus- 
band? Must not an honest man protest against the evils 
resulting from a bad government? In the morning, I see 
the dawn break and the darkness of the night flee away. 
Light protests against darkness. Heat protests against cold. 
All the different parts of the universe are continually finding 
one center, and the equilibrium of the physical world lies in 
this warfare. There is a similar state of things in the 
spiritual world around us. We must protest against evil; we 
must be Protestants to the very bottom of our hearts. The 
day we cease to protest, we are lost. 

Sin is the greatest and most powerful ruler in the world, 
and we must begin by protesting against evil in our own sur- 
roundings, against our own selfishness, and our own siaful 
inclinations. A man, for instance, who is inclined to drink 
must protest against his own craving for strong drink, and 
each of us must make strong resistance to the particular forms of 
wrong that most easily beset us. 

It is astonishing how many good people seem to be afraid 
of being called “Protestants.” England is full of them. They 
do not appear to know what the name “Protestant” means. 
When the reformers of the sixteenth century began to protest 
against the scandals and the tyrannies of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, they did not choose the name “Protestant” for 
themselves. It was given to them by others. We ought 
not to be ashamed of it in this our day, and one reason why 
we ought not to be ashamed of it is because every honest 
man must sooner or later protest against evil in his country 
or in his own Church. 
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I have said that there is hope for the people of Italy. We 
must not forget that Italy was for many a century the center 
of civilization to all the rest of the world, though it is equally 
true that Italy has been the cause of spiritual bondage to 
other nations. 

In conclusion, I ask you once more to pray for my dear 
country; and I desire that you should remember me in prayer 
that God may help me in fulfilling the mission to which He 
has called me. 


The Irish and St. Patrick 


While the Roman Catholics in Ireland have not much of St. 
Patrick’s religion, they have an abundance of the political chi- 
canery such as was illustrated in the sale of Ireland by a Pope 
of Rome to an English King. St. Patrick's religion would have 
made them a different people from what they are to-day. They 
blame English politics for the condition of that unfortunate 
country, but the religion of Rome, which the Catholic countries 


of Europe are rejecting, is at the bottom of the troubles of 
Ireland. The recent British elections seem to have given the 
Irish Roman Catholic party the balance of power in the new 
Parliament, and the threat has been put forth that if home rule 
be not granted there will be another election soon. Then when 
Rome rule is the issue, the Irish would see what a malign influ- 
ence that system would exert. As long as the Pope is supreme 
in Ireland the people of that country can never be trusted by the 
English. Whatever grievances the Irish people may have against 
England, they should remember that their country was sold to 
the English King Henry II before his troops landed there, by the 
Pope of Rome, Adrian IV, in 1155, for the sum of one “denarius” 
(fifteen cents )—‘‘Peter’s Pence’”—to be paid “annually for every 
house to blessed Peter.” Adrian IV (the only Englishman who 
was ever Pope) in his Bull called the Irish people “uneducated 
and rude,” and Henry, among other things, was to banish from 
the country “the seeds of vice.” Among these were the inde- 
pendence of the church in Ireland made up of believers in the 
teaching of St. Patrick; those of its doctrines and practices that 
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did not square with Roman superstition, and the reading of the 
Scriptures which St. Patrick had brought about. 

Of course, this English Pope who sold Ireland to an English 
King was as “infallible” as Pius X—or Alexander VI; but there 
seems to be an element of humor in the fact that the Irish people 
have, during all these centuries, continued meekly to pay to the 
Pope, in the form of Peter’s Pence, the purchase money for which 
they themselves were sold like a herd of cattle or a flock of sheep. 

The following are the exact words of that part of the Bull in 
which Pope Adrian sold Ireland to England: 


You have signified to us, son, well-beloved in Christ, your 
desire to enter the island of Ireland in order to bring that people 
into subjection to laws, and to exterminate the seeds of vice 
from the country; and that you are willing to pay to St. Peter 
an annual tribute of one penny for every house and to preserve 
the ecclesiastical rights of that land uninjured and inviolate. We 
therefore, meeting your pious and laudable desire with the favour 
which it deserves, and graciously according to your petition, 
express our will and pleasure that, in order to widen the bounds 
of the Church, to check the spread of vice, to reform the state of 
morals and promote the inculcation of virtuous dispositions, you 
shall enter that island and execute therein what shall be for the 

onor of God and the welfare of the country. And let the people 
that land receive you in honorable style and respect you as 
their Lord. Provided always that ecclesiastical rights be un- 
injured and inviolate, and the annual payment of one penny for 
very house be secured for St. Peter and the Holy Roman 
Church.’ ; 
This document is of vital interest to all Roman Catholics. If 
Pope of Rome could pretend to be able to sell the people of 
ne country to the ruler of another, and thus betray their dearest 
interest, why cannot a Pope in our day and generation do the 
ime thing? For money, that is, plenty of money, anything that 
any person wants in the way of dispensations can be obtained 
irom Pope Pius X and his agents as easily as Ireland was obtained 
by Henry II from Pope Adrian IV.

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Protestant Work in Rome 


Several Protestant denominations are doing religious work 
in Rome, but the Methodists and Waldensians are the most 
aggressive. 
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Seal of Waldensian Church. 
Hon. C. W. Fairbanks. “The Light Shineth in Darkness.” 
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MR. FAIRBANKS AND THE POPE 


URING the month of January the Hon. Charles W. Fair- 
D banks, who was Vice-President of the United States during 
President Roosevelt’s administration, arrived in Rome in 
the course of a tour around the world that he is making in com- 
pany with Mrs. Fairbanks. In view of the prominent public 
position so recently held by him, and the high place he still holds 
in the political party now in power in this country, he was invited 
to call upon the Pope. 

The interview was arranged by Monsignor Kennedy for Feb- 
ruary 6, but on February 5 Mr. Fairbanks was received by the 
King of Italy, and on Sunday afternoon, February 6, he delivered 
an address in the Methodist Episcopal Church in Rome, of which 
the Rev. Dr. Tipple is pastor. Before going to the Methodist 
Church Mr. Fairbanks had dinner at the American Catholic 
College in Rome, where he made an address which greatly pleased 
Rector Kennedy and the 140 students of that institution. 

After this reception by the American students Mr. Fairbanks 
was informed by Monsignor Kennedy that if he went to the 
Methodist Church that afternoon the Pope would not receive him 
next day. “That is too bad,” said Mr. Fairbanks, “because I 
have many Catholic friends in America who would be pleased to 
learn that I had seen the Pope. I don’t see why he should object 
to my worshiping and speaking in the Methodist Church, but 
since he does, that is his affair. I am a Methodist, and as I 
promised Dr. Tipple I would worship in his church this afternoon 
and deliver an address, I shall certainly do so. I understood there 
was perfect religious liberty now in Rome; so of course the Pope 
cannot prevent me from going to my own church. If I cannot 
see him, he cannot see me, and there’s an end of the matter.” 

Mr. Fairbanks, of course, did go to his own church, and deliv- 
ered an excellent address, in which he made no reference to the 
bad manners of the Pope in refusing to see him after all arrange- 
ments had been made, and attempting to compel him to break a 
promise. Mr. Fairbanks, however, said: 

It is impossible to emphasize too strongly the good work the 
Christian Church is doing in all lands and among all nationalities. 


It is gratifying that the American churches established in all 
countries are asserting a wider influence to-day than ever. 
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The agitation going on in the political, social and economic 
worlds is due to Christianity breaking down the castes and preju- 
dices and lifting mankind to a higher plane. The democratic idea 
which is taking root in political institutions is due to the expand- 
ing influence of Christianity. 

All Christian churches are worthy of support. They, above all, 
should be inspired by a generous, tolerant spirit toward each 
other. Nothing is more unseemly than the narrow jealousies 
which they occasionally manifest toward each other. There is 
room for all. Cease the narrow denominational wars, and direct 
your energies toward the common enemy. 


Though Mr. Fairbanks did not resent the slight which the Pope 
sought to place upon him, the reporters had heard of it, and the 
whole world was filled with the news the next day. There was 
only one sentiment felt everywhere—that Mr. Fairbanks had done 
exactly the right thing. 


In an editorial entitled “An International Episode,” the New 
York Times said: 


The Pope’s reason, announced through a proxy, for refusing 
to receive Mr. Fairbanks, in spite of his high regard for him, is 
most interesting. The American Methodists in Rome are getting 
in converts from the Mother Church. This, we believe, is news. 
Anyhow, the fact has not hitherto been published on such high 


authority. . . . The Methodists have reason to feel flattered. 
To be making converts to Methodism in historic Rome, in the 
very shadow of St. Peter’s, is worth while. Mr. Fairbanks has 
our sympathy. He wanted to see the Pope and express to him 
his belief in the good citizenship of American Catholics. Never- 
theless, he may continue his Italian travels in good spirits and 
with a clear conscience. 
ARCHBISHOP IRELAND TO THE POPE’S RESCUE 

On Tuesday, February 8, Archbishop Ireland, of St. Paul, 
Minn., rushed to the defense of Pius X in a statement in which 
he said that for the Pope to have received Mr. Fairbanks would 
have been tantamount to a Papal endorsement of the methods of 
the American Methodists in Rome. These he described as per- 
nicious proselyters. “I was in Rome,” said he, “last winter, and 
I made a very particular study of this Methodist propaganda, It 
has gone so far that the Catholics of Rome, in self-defense, have 
been forced to organize a Society for the Preservation of the 
Faith.” 


No higher endorsement of the successful work of the Methodist 
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Episcopal Church in Rome could be given than this, though it is 
doubtful if Dr. Ireland, in his anger, perceived the full import of 
his words. 

“I am going to New York to-morrow,” he continued in this 
interview, which was published in all the papers, “where I shall 
be pleased to answer the Methodists. I am not too old to enter 
a fight when occasion requires.” 

He changed his mind, however, next day, when Archbishop 
Farley's statement appeared that Ireland was not wanted in New 
York. He went to Washington, where he was so coldly received 
that he denied himself the usual luxury of press interviews. 
People were shocked, and even his best friends were disgusted 
by his threat to “fight.” 

The Methodist Episcopal Bishop resident in Washington, Dr. 
Earl Cranston, took up the gauntlet thrown down by Archbishop 
Ireland, and in a sermon in Hamline Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Sunday, February 13, he declared that the action of the Vatican 
in this matter raises an issue that is bigger than Mr. Fairbanks. 
“It is one that is as big as the United States itself, and one that 
we cannot pass by unnoticed.” The bishop ridiculed the explana- 
tions and apologies that had been made for the Vatican by the 
Roman Catholic bishops and priests in this country. “Our Church 
is in Rome and is going to stay there, and even spread all over 
Italy, as the Italian people want us.” 

Bishop William F. McDowell, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in Chicago, when he read Archbishop Ireland’s threat to 
fight, declared that all Americans would endorse the action of 
Mr. Fairbanks in delivering his address in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in Rome. “The Roman Catholic officials,” said he, “who 
complain of our work in Rome have no more cause for protest 
than we in America have to denounce the Paulist Fathers as ‘per- 
nicious proselyters.’ Our Methodist Church is in Rome for the 
purpose of doing Protestant work among a Catholic people, and 
the Paulist Fathers are doing a Catholic work among a Protestant 
people. Charges that the efforts of our missionaries have a ‘per- 
nicious proselyting’ effect in Rome are no more true than a similar 
statement about the Paulist Fathers in this country.” 


The Methodist Ministers’ Associations throughout the country 
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adopted strong resolutions denouncing the action of the Vatican, 
and urging the members of that great Church to more strenuous 
efforts for the evangelization of the Italians. They denounced 
Rome’s opposition to the public schools, and vigorously pro- 
tested against every form or even semblance of formal recognition 
of the Papal hierarchy by the United States Government. 


ROME DENOUNCED BY MANY PASTORS 


The Rev. Dr. Robert Stuart MacArthur, of Calvary Baptist 
Church, was one of the New York pastors who, on February 13, 
preached on the Pope’s insult to the United States in the person 
of Mr. Fairbanks. A large part of his sermon was published in 
the New York Press, February 14. We quote the following 
paragraphs: 


The controversy resulting irom the refusal of Pope Pius X to 
give audience to former Vice-President Fairbanks is instructing 
and interesting. It shows that the Roman Church in its essential 
spirit is as narrow, intolerant and bigoted in the twentieth century 
as it was in the Middle Ages. It is evident that if the Roman 
Church had the power, Methodist and all other Protestant 
churches and preachers would be banished from Rome. 

“It would burn them at the stake,” said a man in the audience, 
and Dr. MacArthur replied: 

“Undoubtedly, if it had the power.” 

The whole spirit of the refusal to receive the former Vice- 
President of the United States is antagonistic to the dominant 
spirit of American institutions. This refusal shows that the 
Roman Church is unprogressive, un-American and unfraternal. 
The refusal reminds us of Bunyan’s description of the Pope in 
“Pilgrim’s Progress,” who could only sit in his impotence, watch- 
ing the pilgrims pass, while he was powerless to inflict his malice 
upon them, and could only injure himself by ludicrous physical 
torture. 

The incident shows how the Roman Church fears the presence 
of Protestantism in Rome. This refusal by the Pope has given 
an immense advertisement to the work of Protestantism generally, 
and of Methodism particularly, in the “Eternal City.” Never 
before has it been known that the Vatican so feared Protestantism 
in Rome. 

Dr. MacArthur said that Protestantism in general will be 
strengthened by this “wail” of the Pope, and that the work would 
be pushed more vigorously than ever. 

We shall now see what other Protestants who visit Rome will 
do. Will they bow before the Pope and repudiate their own 
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church? Or will they be true to their country and their church, 
even though they shall be denied audience with the Pope? We 
shall see what Theodore Roosevelt will do. It is difficult to see 
why any self-respecting Protestant especially should care to call 
on the Pope, anyway. It is impossible to understand how any 
man should call on him at the expense of his duty as an American 
and his principles as a Protestant. We would be glad to give the 
former Vice-President our high appreciation of his manliness in 
addressing his own Church, even if he thereby lost the oppor- 
tunity of kissing the Pope’s hands or feet. 


The Press also gave good reports of other sermons and ad- 
dresses on the subject. 

Dr. David S. Muzzey, speaking before the Ethical Culture 
Society in Carnegie Hall, attacked the Roman Catholic Church 
as a foe to science and progress, and said that it “blew out the 


sacred flame of the torch of science with the black breath of 
superstition.” 


° 

The Rev. Henry Frank, in his sermon in the Berkeley Theater, 
said the incident was an insult to American Protestantism, and 
that in the Middle Ages it would have been the cause of war. 

Had Rome the power to-day, she would once more exalt the 
faggot, the thumbscrews, the gibbet, in the name of religion, to 
burn, torture and slay all who opposed her imperious dictum! 
Had she the power, she would once more damn humanity to 
ignorance, intellectual darkness and spiritual gloom, substituting 
religious jargon for scientific lore, and meaningless metaphysics 
for natural philosophy. Had she to-day the power, she would not 
only have refused to receive Fairbanks, but, because of his 
insolence., she would have consigned him to eternal damnation 
and cursed his living body with unnameable afflictions. She is 
still the “Harlot” of the nations, and, did she dare, she would 
demoralize the world with her religious infamies. 


Ii American Protestantism has not sunk to the lowest depths 
of flabby cowardice and sycophantic obsequiousness, it will resent 
this Papal insult with fervid and robust protest. 

All Europe has taken to heart the lesson that Romanism has 
taught it in the past. The Papal slight of an American citizen, 
because of his courtesy to his native church in the city of the 
ancient Harlot, should open the eyes of all America to the dangers 
that lurk in the march of Roman progress on American soil. 
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METHODISM IN ROME-——A REPLY TO THE VATICAN 


In addition to the strong and vigorous declarations of the 
officials of the Methodist Episcopal Church and the press of that 
great Church, the largest of the Protestant denominations in 
America, the Rev. Dr. B. M. Tipple, pastor of the Church in 
Rome, replied to the attacks of the Vatican in a sermon in his 
church on Sunday, February 27, on “Why Methodism Is in 
Rome,” a report of which was sent by the Associated Press to all 
the daily papers in the United States. We subjoin this report 
in full: 


Rome, February 27.—The American Methodist Church was 

crowded this morning, the congregation including many .\me rican 
visitors who were attracted by the subject of the Rev. B. M. 

Tipple’s sermon, “Why Methodism Is in Rome.” It was-‘in the 
American Methodist Church that Charles W. Fairbanks, Vice- 
President of the United States, delivered the address which pre- 
vented him from being received in audience by the Pope. 

The Rev. Dr. Tipple said that the Methodist Church was 
having great success throughout Italy. Such an inference could 
be drawn from the extraordinary action of the Vatican with 
regard to the proposed visit of Mr. Fairbanks to the Pope. and 
also from the bitter resentment of the Roman Catholic clergy. 
As Mr. Fairbanks spoke in the American Methodist Church, the 
pastor said, it was fitting that from the same pulpit the charges 
preferred against Methodism in Italy should be considered 

“With reference to the assertion that Methodists have no right 
to be in Italy,” said the preacher, “the answer is that we are here 
under Italian laws, guaranteeing religious freedom. Another 
assertion by the Catholics is that Methodism is not needed in Italy. 
sut Methodists believe that the need is urgent, as the Roman 
Catholic Church is always more efficient for good when compelled 
to compete with aggressive Protestantism, as conspicuously evi- 
denc ed in America. 

“The Roman Catholic Church suffers embarrassment when it 
is required to satisfy the ideals of a great liberty- -loving republic 
contemporaneously with heeding the demands of the Vatican, 
which is still bound by the ideals of the Middle Ages. This is 
proved by the experience of Archbishop Ireland when he was 
here a year ago, studying the Methodist propaganda. A great 
Lincoln banquet was arranged by the American colony. Very 
properly, Archbishop Irel ind was asked to speak. Very properly, 
as a patriotic American citizen, he accepted the invitation. But 
suddenly the good Archbishop recalled his acceptance. The 
Vatican had forbidden him to speak or attend the banquet, because 
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a toast to President Roosevelt was followed by a toast to the 
King of Italy. 

“Ttaly needs Methodism because it is no longer Catholic, except 
in name. The charge of Methodist proselyting is foolish. Their 
hands are full in dealing with the unbelievers. This is proved by 
the last census, which shows that Italy reports the largest number 
of men without religious profession. It is true that the Methodists 
have ex-priests among the workers, but none has been actively 
sought. The Methodist schools are full because the children’s 
parents select them as the best. 

“The issue in Italy to-day is not Protestantism versus Catholi- 
cism, but faith versus atheism. Archbishop Ireland has said that 
every convert to Methodism costs $1,400. If that is true, cannot 
the American Methodists better afford to pay it than every three 
Italian laborers who carry one priest?” 

The pastor urged that Archbishop Ireland specify the dishonor- 
able methods employed by the Methodists here, and he added: 
“Tt is playing with fire for the Roman Catholic Church to open 
the subject of moral methods in Italy.” 

That last sentence will silence the Vatican. The morality of 
even the highest ecclesiastics in Rome is a sore subject, of which 
the less said the better. Aggressive Methodism in Rome will open 
the eyes of the Italian people more widely than even the anti- 
clericalism which is so rampant in that city. Methodism will 
present a purer form of Christianity. 


*“Chaplain’”’ McCabe to the Pope 


The following was written by the late Bishop Charles C. 
McCabe for THE ConverteD CaTHOLICc several years ago, when 
he was widely known, and as widely beloved as “Chaplain” 
McCabe. The outspoken sentiments of the great-hearted Bishop, 
who died in New York, in December, 1906, will strike a responsive 
chord in the breast of every Protestant in America. More Prot- 
estant pastors are needed in America to-day to confront the 
Roman Catholic system of religion, which comes between a merci- 
ful God and the soul of man, and to preserve our liberties against 
its destructive influences. 

“I wonder if the Pope would receive a little counsel from a 
Methodist preacher? If so, here it is: 


“Be quiet, Pope! The world has slipped by you. The nations 
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that are free from your yoke will never put it on again, and they 
mean to see that all nations, and kindreds, and tribes, and tongues 
shall have the same liberty they enjoy. ‘Peter, put up the sword.’ 
The Master told you that long ago. You have used that sword 
more against the friends than against the foes of Christ. The 
nations built upon the truth of God have grown too mighty for 
your control. You cannot convince them, for you have no argu- 
ment, no logic, and no success in nation-building to enforce the 
sophistry of what you call argument. You cannot compel them, 
for the military power of the world has passed into Protestant 
hands. The effort to regain it for Rome has cost you dear. 
Remember Maximilian and the Empire of Mexico. Austria has 
had her Sadowa; France has had her Sedan. Buy no more 
wisdom at such a price. Neither France, nor Spain, sor Por- 
tugal, nor Austria, nor Mexico, nor all the South American 
republics combined, can restore to your feeble hand the fallen 
scepter of the Papacy. The attempt to do that will seal the doom 
of the Papacy in Rome itself. The causes you have blessed have 
been cursed, and the causes you have cursed have been blessed. 
Heaven fails to ratify either your anathemas or benedictions. 


The stars in their courses fight against you. The breath of life 
has been breathed into the nations. The pandemonium of Rome 
must give place to the Kingdom which is not of this world. Be 
quiet. thereforé 


“Fall into line! (rive the people the Bible. Ask the next Council 
to take back its silly decree of Papal Infallibilitv, which every 
sensible man on earth ridicules. You are nothing but a man, and 
you know it; and all the fawning and flattery of the world cannot 
make you believe that you are anything more than a poor, ignorant 
mortal like the rest of us. What is the use of keeping up this 
comedy any longer? Three hundred years ago when the Armada 
sailed it was high tragedy. Times have changed. and it is getting 
to be low comedy now. Three hundred years ago there were 
only 7,000,000 of English-speaking people; now there are 120,- 
000,000 of them, and as sure as the sun shines in the heavens this 
race will victoriously preserve civil and religious liberty for 
themselves and for all mankind. The soul of John Huss is 
marching on!” 
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French Court Condemns a Cardinal 


The following cablegram by the Associated Press brings good 
news. Roman ecclesiastics must obey the laws enacted by the 
French Republic. This will be a lesson to the Papa! agents in 
every country. 


Rheims, France, February 26, 1910.—The text of the judgment 
rendered by the civil tribunal against Cardinal Ludovic Lucon, 
Archbishop of Rheims, who was condemned to pay $100 damages 
to the Public School Teachers’ Association for having signed an 
episcopal letter forbidding the use by Catholic students of certain 
public-school text-books, was published to-day. 

The decision declares every complaint of the teachers to have 
been justified, and says that in some isolated communes where 
religious intolerance approaches fanaticism the episcopal letter 
aroused such hate against the public-schoo] teachers as to cause 
them to be subjected to real brutalities. The court cites an 
instance where an attempt was made to starve a woman teacher, 
and another case where garbage was thrown into the well from 
which the school obtained its water supply. 

The judgment asserts that the letter failed of the sympathy of 
many priests and of some bishops, and quoted the words of the 
Bishop of Nice, who declared publicly that he could not join in 
an incitement to civil strife. On the contrary, he urged Catholic 
parents. as Christians, to give their support to the teachers. In 
conclusion, the judgment explains that the wide publicity given 
to the litigation has afforded the teachers the mora! satisfaction 
demanded, and that material damages of $100 only were assessed, 
Cardinal Lucon being condemned further to pay the costs 


Practically all the Catholic countries of Europe are in revolt 
against the Papacy. 






French Bishops Divided Against Themselves 


It is evident that the efforts of the Vatican to keep all 


the French bishops in line in its conflict with the Government on 
the question of the schools are not successful. A press despatch 
from Brest. February 6, said that Archbishop Dupare in his 
lenten letter had advised the Catholics under his influence to con- 
tinue fighting against the schools not under clerical control; as we 
see above in the court’s decision, the Bishop of Nice published a 
letter to the priests of his diocese instructing them to cooperate 
with the public school teachers instead of opposing them 
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Spain Following Italy and France 

The march of upward progress still continues in the so- 
called “Catholic” countries. 

In 1870 Italy nailed the lie of the Temporal Power of the 
Pope (the outgrowth of the Forged Isidorian Decretals which 
appeared about the year 850) to the Papal tiara, and cast 
both into the depths of perdition—the proper place for all 
the works of the Evil One. The Italian people had been 
prepared for bringing about this important event—perhaps 
the most beneficent and far-reaching in its results for good 
in the history of a thousand years—from the early part of 
the nineteenth century by the writings of such men as 
Gioberti and Mazzini. ‘These were supplemented by the 
glorious deeds of Cavour, Garibaldi and Victor Emanuel. 
The Twentieth of September is, in truth, for every Catholic 
people an even more glorious day than the Fourth of July 
for Americans, and it is probable that many now living will 
see it celebrated with equal enthusiasm by a score of nations 

In 1903 France, “the Eldest Daughter of the Church,” cast 
out such religious orders as refused to obey the laws of the 
Republic; and in 1g05 she severed the bonds between the 
State and the Papal Church. 

And now Spain joins the procession away from Rome. 
After several attempts on the part of Liberal ministers to 
secure a modification of the Concordat of 1851—more espe- 
cially of the clauses relating to liberty of conscience and 
education and the limitation of the religious orders, last 
month the Vatican gave a positive refusal to the Govern- 
ment. On February 9 the Madrid /mparcial, after announcing 


this fact, went on to say that the Government would proceed 
with the work without any further negotiations with the 
Pope. It also added a statement that was enough to make 
Philip I11—that bloodthirsty tyrant and typical son of the 
Roman Church—turn in his grave. The /mparcial said that 
should the Vatican appeal to King Alphonso XIII, he would 
reply that although personally he is submissive to the Papal 


Church, he is a constitutional sovereign and must bow to the 
will of the Government and of the people. 
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Interesting Items of Foreign News 
[From a European Correspondent] 

In a French paper edited by the Assumptionist fathers it is 
stated that in response to a recent visit to Pope Pius X of 10,000 
Brazilians, and out of regard to many new and old petitions of 
believers and bishops, Pope Pius is busy with preparations for 
the promulgation of a new dogma, namely, that of the Assump- 
tion of Mary—that is, her ascension into heaven in the body. His 
own opinion the Pope has expressed in the words, “Io son con- 
vintissimo!” “I am altogether convinced of the fact!” 


The well-known Gorres-Gesellschaft, a learned German Cath- 
olic society, has published a political lexicon. The first volume 
illustrates the extent to which modernist opinion is penetrating 


the Catholicism of Germany. In treating of that clause in the 
Syllabus of Pius IX which deals with freedom of religion and 
conscience, it says: “Clauses No. 77 and 79 of the Syllabus are 
no longer suited even for Spain or Spanish America, for which 
lands they were originally published (?), far less for Germany, 
with its mixed religious population.” 

Again it remarks: “The State cannot and will not touch the 
inner life of the citizen; the Church alone has charge of con- 
sciences. But its compulsion is purely ethical. Religious free- 
dom appears to be the only possible and reasonable principle for 
the Government to uphold.” 

It will be interesting to see if the Staats-Lexicon will pass the 
ordeal of Curial examination. The Roman authorities still hold 
the Syllabus to contain law binding on all Catholic consciences. 
This is evident from the fact that the Freiburg professor, Heiner, 
has just been called to Rome as Consultator of the Rota. Heiner 
has publicly stated that the Syllabus is canon law for Catholics, 
obedience to which is expected always and under all circum- 
stances, and neglect of which is sin.” 

Dr. Salvisberg publishes in Munich Die Hoch-Schule Nach- 
richten (The University News), which bitterly opposes the anti- 
ultramontane efforts of German university students. It now 
appears from certain lawsuits which have taken place in Munich 
that his paper is assisted by advertising matter which the educa- 
tional departments of the various German States are sending 
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him, Bavaria among them. In other words, politicians of the 
Catholic Centre influence the Governments by political pressure, 
and the Governments subsidize the press in accordance with their 
wishes, in order to put an end to unpleasant liberal agitation 
among students and professors. ‘For ways that are dark—”! 

The fight which the Roman Catholic Centre party in Germany 
is making against the inheritance tax is beginning to embitter the 
workingmen in its voting constituency. The West Deutsche 
Arbeiter Zeitung, organ of the Catholic workmen-unions, de- 
clares the tactics of its leaders to be blameworthy, and advocates 
the tax, on the ground of its essential fairness. In the Kolnische 
Volkszeitung a correspondent complains that Catholic workmen, 
who constitute between 30 and 40 per cent. of the voters, have 
only five representatives in the Reichstag, and that almost all of 
these were put up in close electoral districts. In a recent election 
at Steinfurt a group of these Catholic voters declined altogether 
to vote for the candidate, a manufacturer named Cohaus. The 
effort to bind voters together in one political party when their 
economic interests are so diverse is an undertaking that must 
break down in the end. 

In Germany they often call Austria (Oesterreich) cloister- 
land (Kloesterreich). But the eviction of French monks is turn- 
ing other countries, notably England and Germany. into monkish 
States also. Alsace-Lorraine is a perfect nest of these people. 


In the Strasburg diocese there is a member of a religious order 
for every 253 Catholics. In the diocese of Metz one to every 
183. Every 66th woman in the first diocese is a nun; in Metz 
every 47th. Elsewhere it is not quite so bad, yet in Breslau 
every 152d woman is a nun; in Paderborn every 112th, and in 
Osnabriick every 119th! E. G. 


The Rev. W. Burgess, of Rome, says that a Catholic cate- 
chism recently sanctioned by Pope Pius X contains the follow- 
ing question and answer: 


“Q. If a Christian should be offered a Bible by a Protestant, 
what should he do? 


“A. He should reject it with horror, and if he may have 
received it inadvertently he should immediately throw it into 
the fire, or give it to the parish priest.”

Sir:—In my letter for February I said you were not fortunate 
in your address at the Paulist Jubilee in this city when you com- 
pared Father Hecker, the founder of that nondescript com- 


munity, to the founders of the Inquisition, naming St. Dominic and 
Ignatius Loyola, also a “saint,” the founder of the Jesuits. By 


inference, it is to be presumed that you expect to meet in heaven 
Father Hecker, Dominic, Loyola and other aggressive champions 
of the policy of the Roman Church, which claims the right to 
rule and govern every person on earth. As you know, Cardinal, 
this claim is embodied in the bull “Unam Sanctam” issued by 
Pope Boniface VIII in 1302—an “infallible” Pope, according to 
the decree of the Vatican Council—in these words: 

“We moreover proclaim, declare and pronounce that it is alto- 
gether necessary to salvation for every human being to be subject 
to the Roman Pontiff.” 

No one would object to your meeting Father Hecker in heaven 
if none but Roman Catholics are admitted there, for Hecker was 
an American and a gentleman, who really thought he could help 
to save the souls of Protestants by making them Papists. But no 
one who respects you would like to have you spend eternity with 
such men‘ as Dominic, Torquemada, Loyola, Philip II of Spain, 
the Duke of Alva, the cruel monsters of the St. Bartholomew 
Massacre, and the persecutors of the Waldensian martyrs. Yet 
your Church teaches that as a Roman Catholic you must live for- 
ever With such persons ‘rather than with your Protestant neigh- 
bors and fellow citizens. This thought must often be embar- 
rassing to-you and many: other Roman Catholics who would like 
to live in harmony with: their ‘Protestant friends, both in time and 
eternity.. Many. other: doctrines of the Roman Church must also 
be irksome toryou at:time’‘in- your intercourse with Protestant 
\mericans. «You have been*always ready and even anxious to 
accept social courtesies frortY prominent people, especially men in 
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public life. But now after some events that transpired in Rome 
last month your embarrassment will be greatly increased. The 
Fairbanks-Vatican incident has become part of the history of 
our time, and will materially affect the conditions of the various 
peoples that go to make up the American nation. By this incident 
Catholics are humiliated and Protestants are affronted. All of us 
have read the accounts of the manner in which the Pope snubbed 
Mr. Fairbank-, and the manly assertion of his Christian citizen- 
ship by our former Vice-President. 


WHAT THE POPE’S PAPER SAID 


The Roman Catholic paper, Rome, published in that city is the 
only paper in the [nglish language that represents the Vatican 
in Italy. In its issue of February 12, 1910, it devotes nearly two 
pages of editorial comment to the Fairbanks-Vatican incident. 
The editor ot Home had an interview with Mr. Fairbanks, who, 
he says, “impresses one as being a singularly fine type of the 
American citizen. 

Other sentences in Rome’s editorial comments, to which Amer- 
icans cannot well take exception, are these: “Mr. Fairbanks be- 
lieves that variety and competition lend suppleness and strength 
to the body politic of the country, and he carries the same theory 
into the domain of religion. There is plenty of room, he is per- 
suaded, in his great country for a hundred different conceptions of 
the spiritual life and law; there is good in all the different religious 
bodies working in America and elsewhere, and he is always willing 
to encourage the good he sees in them. His idea is that even in re- 
ligion if you get a hundred wise and good men together thei¢ com- 
bined wisdom will always be more than that of any one man. He 
thinks that ean controverted points of doctrine there is abundant 
room for honest difference of opinion among the experts, and still 
more among the masses who are not experts in religious teach- 
ing.” 

While thus stating the broad principles of liberty of thought 
and action in religion, which constitute the essence of Protestant 
Christianity, does not the editor of Rome perceive that he is un- 
dermining the dogmatic absolutism of the Roman Catholic Church, 
which sets up above the combined wisdom of not merely “a hun- 
dred” but millions of “wise and good men” the dictum of one man 
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—the “infallible” Pope of Rome? The concession that in re- 
ligious questions there is abundant room for honest differences of 
opinion among the masses of the people as well as among the 
learned is also sound Protestant doctrine. Over and over again 
for hundreds of years Popes and Councils have declared that 
there is only one form of the Christian religion, which is em- 
bodied in the Roman Catholic Church, out of which there is no 
salvation. Any person who differs from the Pope on this ques- 
tion is not only excluded from heaven but is condemned to hell; 
and where the Roman Church has had the power the body of such 
a heretic was mangled, cast into prison, tortured on the rack and 
lurnt at the stake. 


As the newspaper Kome is recognized as the organ of the 
Vatican in the English language, it is probable that this article 
was written by Monsignor Kennedy, who entertained Mr. Fair- 
banks at luncheon at the American College on that memorable 
Sunday, February 6, before the former Vice-President delivered 
his address in the Methodist church. But if Dr. Kennedy had 
signed his name to that article he certainly would have been con- 
demned for heresy for advocating freedom of thought in religion. 
There are other good sentences in this Rome editorial, which 
extols Vice-President Fairbanks as “a type of millions of good 
Americans, who are friendly to the Catholic Church, and who 
believe that it does not make so very much difference what re- 
ligious body a man belongs to, provided he does his best to live 
up to it. They think that the good people of all religions really 
agree upon essentials, and that the things on which they disagree 
are not worth troubling about. Such Americans are not even 
Protestants, in the protesting sense of the word, but non-Catho- 
lics who try to follow the light as they see it, and who have no 
more hostility to the Catholic than to any of the religious sects to 
which they do not formally belong.” 

The great sermon by the late Dr. John Hall, of the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, New York, “BisL—E REAsons WHY 
We Are Protestants,” which appeared in THE CONVERTED 
Catuotic for January and February of this year, would be good 
reading for those American “non-Catholics”—alas, so numerous— 
who do not know why they are called Protestants, or why they 
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adhere to the faith of their heroic fathers, who braved the sword, 
the stake and the dungeon to maintain the supremacy of the truth 
of God that set them free from Papal bondage and superstition, 
and gave them assurance that by the Atonement of Christ and 
His Sacrifice on Calvary—‘once for all”—the gates of heaven 
were open to them where the redeemed of the Lord enjoy eternal 


bliss, which the Son of God, the Saviour of men, has prepared 


for all who call upon the name of the Lord and worship Him in 
sincerity and truth. 

One more sentence from this editorial of Rome—and here is 
where Monsignor Kennedy, if he be the writer, “saves his face” 
and averts the ban of excommunication for his liberalism: 

“There is a great harvest awaiting the [Roman Catholic | 
Church in America when the truth as to her real character is 
brought home to the minds of such as these [non-Catholic Amer- 
icans|, and they realize that she alone is the Divinely constituted 
custodian of the Divine truth.” 

That is the true, real unadulterated Roman Catholic doctrine. 
The “infallible” Pope says that he is the voice of God upon the 
earth, and that he alone possesses the keys of heaven, to admit 
those who bow before him and accept his teachings; and who 
furthermore declares to all mankind that refusal to recognize 
his supremacy as the Vicar of Christ consigns to everlasting con- 
demnation—the Methodists, the Waldensians and all other Chris- 
tian workers in Rome and all other Protestant workers through- 
out the world. Catholics in America are becoming ashamed of 
that doctrine, but they cannot escape from it except by coming 
out of the Roman Catholic Church and taking their stand as men 
free to follow Christ and His teaching, recognizing that their souls

For, “whosoever. shall not 
receive you, nor hear your words. \men I say to you 
it shall be more tolerable for the land (inhabitants) of Sodom 
and Gomorrha in the day of judgment than for that city,” that 
is, for those who reject Christ by rejecting His Church 


9, Will all Catholics be saved? No; only practical Catholics,
